And wee to the school board that is the direct 
creature of a city council! Here the alderman, 
who feels his power in making or unmaking a 
school board member, rules with an iron hand. 
His influence does not end with the selection of 
a school site, or the employment of a janitor, 
but he attempts to determine the list of profes- 
sional workers as well. 

In a combat between the city council and a 
school board, the former usually displays greater 
skill in the way of political trickery and man- 
ipulation. The unscrupulous ward heeler is 
much more apt to find his way to a seat in a 
city council chamber than in a school board. 
The latter is usually composed of a higher type 
of citizenship and consequently given to cleaner 
methods. If the school board, that derives its 
powers from a city council, does not do the bid- 
ding of its creator, trouble will surely follow. 


CLASS ROOMS. The following are recom- 


mendations applying to class rooms: 

1. They should be amply lighted and the 
windows properly placed. 

2. There should be at least one square foot 
of glass in the windows to five square feet of 
floor in the room. 

3. The light should be furnished as far as 
possible from the left side, the scholar facing 
the blackboard. 

4. The windows should reach nearly to the 
ceiling, which should be high. 

5. The walls should be tinted light green or 
blue-grey or cream color—not red. 

6. Blackboards should never be put between 
windows, and when of large surface, the absorp- 
tion of light should be modified in some way. 
7. Desks should be single and of adjustable 
pattern, so as to be properly gauged to the height 
of the pupils. 

8. When shades are required to modify di- 
reet sunlight they should be equipped with fix- 
tures so as to enable the light to come in from 
the top whenever desired, as well as from the 
bottom.

CONTRIBUTIONS. ‘There is a tendency to 


make the school a sort of clearing house for 
charitable or patriotic movements. The collec- 
tion of moneys from the pupils, although the 
sums are quite small, is discountenanced by 
many school boards. 

There are several objections. The poor child 
whose parents cannot contribute is placed at a 
disadvantage with the child whose parents can 
and do contribute liberally. At any rate the 
spirit of democracy which should pervade every 
school is here disturbed. 

Again the collection of money from pupils in- 
terferes, if only slightly at times, with the 
regular labors of the class room. 

The contribution of vegetables, fruits and 
fowl Thanksgiving Day and gathered at the 
schoolhouse and distributed by the teachers and 
pupils to the poor is generally permitted. 


CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 4a rgument.— 


Those who defend corporal punishment contend 
that the old maxim “spare the rod and spoil the 
child” holds good at all times, that its applica- 
tion maintains discipline when no other expe- 
diency can, and that it reclaims the incorrigible 
when other means fail. 

The opponents hold that the infliction of cor- 
poral punishment is a form of savagery that it 
hardens the culprit and has at the same time a 
debasing effect upon the well behaved pupil. 
The competent teacher it is held can govern by 
kindness and persuasion. 


Exemption —Parents are permitted to file 
with the principal a written request that their 
children be not corporally punished. Such chil- 
dren may be suspended for disorder, idleness 
and inattention to duties, for a period of not 
more than ten days for each offense; but no 
child can be readmitted after a third suspension 
without the action of the board. 

All students in the high schools and girls in 
the grades are usually exempt. 

Freak Punishment.—Blows upon the head, 
violent shaking of pupils and lonely confinement 
is prohibited. 


How Applied.—Either a strap or a rattan 
must be used when the necessity for corporal 
punishment arises, but must not be inflicted in 
the presence of the victim’s classmates or during 
the lesson in the course of which the offense is 
committed. It should be applied only in ex- 
treme cases, as a last alternative, and only by 
the principal or by his express authority. 

Tendency.—Nearly one-half of the larger 
cities have abolished corporal punishment. The 
tendency in recent years has been to reduce the 
application of corporal punishmeut te a mini- 
mum. While some school systems have abol- 
ished it entirely, it has been deemed wise by 
others to take no official action, yet let it grad- 
ually sink into disuse. ‘Teachers prefer that the 
rule authorizing them to inflict corporal punish- 
ment remain, although they may seldom if ever 
avail themselves of it. 
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In many New England cities a searching in- 
vestigation is being made into the safety of 
publie school buildings in case of fire.

As soon as a contagious disease breaks out in 
a community, the board of health at once de- 
mands that the schools be closed. Children are 
thrown out of a place in which they are com- 
paratively safe, to play on the streets and to run 
a far greater risk of exposure to disease than 
before. 

In the meantime the shops and factories are 
not shut down. The theaters are crowded just 
the same, from parquet to gallery. 
about the theater. 


No one cares

the same as usual, the people elbow their way in 
and out of the crowd, but no one utters a word 
of protest. 


But once let a pupil come to school—a pupil 
whom somebody suspects of having a catching 
disease, and the board of health frantically or- 
ders the schools closed.

The McKinley High School, now in courgg 
of construction, eliminates all past mistake 
and embodies the various improvements jp 
school architecture. Its main features may 
be summed up in the following: 

The structure is E-shaped, thus affording 
three main wings which are connected, how. 
ever, at the ends. 

The rooms form the outer side, while the 
corridors form on the inner side of the build. 
ing. 

The auditorium consists of the center wing 
of the letter E. It is located on the ground 
floor and receives its light from the open 
courts on the two side walls. The entrance 
to the auditorium is reached through the main 
entrance, through the corridor. The stage or 
platform is located at the farther end. There 
is a gradual slope from the main entrance to 
the stage. A gallery in the rear of the audi- 
torium is approached from the second floor. 

The two courts between the three wings 
form a part of the basement. They are coyv- 
ered with fireproof wire glass and afford two 
large rooms, 40x80 feet. These are used for 
the manual training department, one for the 
blacksmith shop and the other for the machine 
shop. The light, coming, as it does, from the 
top, is marvelously fine in these rooms.

The cost of construction is about 16 cents 
per cubie foot, which considering present cost 
of labor and material is about the same as or- 
dinary construction. 

The St. Louis Board of Education main- 
tains its own building department. It has 
placed at the head of it Mr. Wm. B. Ittner, 
who is a competent architect and superintend- 
ent of construction. He has manifested his 
splendid ability in the direction of school 
architecture in the results he has obtained. 
The constant care and study which he has de- 
voted to the subject has given the World’s Fair 
city school buildings which she may safely 
show to her visitors as the highest achieve- 
ments in modern school architecture. 

THE MILWAUKEE DEADLOCK. 

One of the most remarkable deadlocks in 
the selection of a superintendent of schools, in 
recent years, enacted by a Board of Education 
was witnessed at Milwaukee, Wis., during the 
past month. 

Not until 202 ballots, dividing twenty-three 
votes among five candidates, occupying four 
night sessions, had been taken, did the school

board find itself able to concentrate at least 
twelve votes, necessary to a choice. 

A content of this kind must lead the 
thoughtful bystander, who is not familiar with 
the merits of the case and the various under- 
currents, to one of several conclusions. Either 
the members are strong, resolute men who 
stand unflinchingly by their convictions as to 
what is for the real interests of the school sys- 
tem, or else they are narrow partisans who 
champion favorites regardless of consequences. 

When twenty-three intelligent men can be- 
come hopelessly divided as to the relative fit- 
ness of five candidates, it is evident that there 
exists, primarily, a lack of information on the 
subject, or an abundance of misinformation. 
It is unlikely that five candidates are so evenly 
pitched in character, scholarship, professional 
training and executive ability as to leave the 
choice an impossible one. Hence, it is fair to 
assume that the several candidates have not 
been impartially weighed and measured as to 
their availability for the place named. 

In the absence of positive information to the 
contrary, it must be assumed that the Milwau- 
kee school board is made up of a high class of 
honorable and efficient men. This being ad-

School board efficiency implies that the 
claims of the several candidates have been 
thoroughly investigated before their names 
were earnestly considered ; school board honor 
demands a prompt decision—based solely upon 
merit—and merit alone. 

The essence of progressive school adminis- 
trative labor lies, primarily in an intense loy- 
alty to the child—a loyalty to the rising gen- 
eration. It knows no self-interest, no ties of 
friendship or political allegiance among men, 
in the selection of the most important factor 
of the school system—the school superintend- 
ent. Here, only the things that will make in 
the largest measure for the educational and 
moral welfare of the pupil in the school—must 
tip the scales in making the choice,

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THE IOWA STATE NORMAL SCHOOL, 
Cedar Falls, lowa, 
Has a Record for Phenomenal and Unique Devel- 
opment. 

No state in our Union stands out more promi- 
nently in its record of achievement during the 
past decade than does the State of lowa. 

Its development has been along educational 
as well as political, agricultural and industrial 
lines. The wonderful development of the half 
century of statehood places lowa to-day side by 
side with the oldest states in the Union. 

It is interesting to study some of the causes 
that have lead to such phenominal results. 
Since Iowa has given to the nation such men 
as Allison, Henderson, Shaw, Wilson and a 
score of others who might be mentioned, it has 
been conceded by the country at large that there 
is ability west of the Mississippi River and that 
men and women in these north-central states 
have brains as well as ambitions. 

To the public school system of the state be- 
longs much of the credit for its development, 
but to its State Normal School belongs the 
credit of giving direction to the educational 
affairs of the state, for it virtually stands at 
the head of the public school system. 

The legal foundations for this rapid and re- 
markable development were laid as far back as 
1787 when an ordinance was passed by the law 
makers which declared that “schools and the 
means of education shall forever be encouraged.” 

In 1836 Governor Lucas recommended in his 
message that “the establishing at the commence 
ment of our political existence of a well digested 
system of public schools.” This good beginning 
proved that the spirit of the later days was in 
harmony with the ordinance of 1787. 

History shows that the leading men of the 
state have always realized the necessity of well 
trained teachers for the rural districts as well 
as for the city schools. 

There were five hundred normal schools in 
Europe that had set an example for America. 
The first normal school in the United States was 
established in Massachusetts in 1839. Fifty 
years ago there were only six in this country, 
now there are one hundred and sixty-six, and 
all of them have for their special purpose the 
education of teachers. 

At the opening of the State University in 
Iowa City in 1855 the Normal department was 
the largest department of the school. But in 
1873 this department was abolished and a pro- 
fessorship in didactics established in its place. 
This movement was followed by a general agita- 
tion for the establishment of a separate state 
Normal School. 

The political and educational interests of the 
state have always been closely connected, and 
the faithful and energetic measures employed 
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by the Sixteenth and Seventeenth General As- 
semblies will always form an interesting part of 
the history of lowa. lt was the foresight and 
well-laid plans of these two assemblies that 
made it possible for the state to rise to its 
present educational attainments. 

lowa was among the first of the states to fol- 
low the example set by the east. The lowa 
State Normal School stands unique among the 
normal schools of the United States, and its 
history is the history of education in the state 
tor the past quarter of a century. 

The school admits of none but teachers or 
those who expect to become teachers and its cur- 
riculum is both scholastic and professional. 

Unlike many schools it does not pre-suppose 
on the part of students a comprehensive kuowl- 
edge of all branches taught in the public schools, 
but meets conditions as they are. If there is 
need of scholastic scholarships the plan of the 
school is to supply the same. Didactics and 
practical methods are emphasized by means of a 
training school under the most competent 
critics. 


But the object of this article is to outline’ 


the growth rather than the present plan of the 
school. 

In 1866 a Soldier’s Orphan Home was erected 
at Cedar Falls at a cost of $30,000. It was one 
of three institutions of its kind in the state, and 
in 1876 the three were consolidated and the one 
at Cedar Falls was transformed into buildings 
for the State Normal School. 

This seemed to be the most desirable location 
for a state institution in fact, an ideal spot for 
health and easily accessible from each direction 
as it is on three trunk lines of railway. 

Many efforts have been made to establish 
other normal lowa founded 
mostly on geographical arguments, but all have 
failed for many reasons, and the result has been 
the development of one large, strong and well 
equipped normal school. 

It was in 1876 that the Iowa State Normal 
School had its beginnings, with twenty-seven 
students and a faculty of five members. It has 
now an annual enrollment of two thousand four 
hundred names and a faculty of sixty strong, 
capable men and women. The character of in- 
structors elected to membership of this faculty 
has added greatly to the strength and influence 
of the school. 

From the first class graduated, though small 
in numbers, we find the names of educators, 
clergymen, lawyers and politicians, some of 
whom have become prominent in their chosen 
professions, 

At present its graduates are found in almost 
every city, village and hamlet in the state and 
wield a powerful influence in the educational, 
political and social thought of the state. The 
influence is not 
confined to its teachers, for 
after marriage there are 
better housekeepers, wives 
and mothers because of in- 
struction received in this 
institution. 


With the demand for 
teachers with more spe- 
cific training, came the 
necessity for the summer 
term, which is designated 
especially for actual teach- 
ers. After a history of 
seven years it has an av- 
erage enrollment of twelve 
hundred names.

Since 1886 the history of the growth of the | 


lowa State Normal School has practically been 
the biography of Homer H. Seerley, 
lived most of his life in lowa and whose ip 


fluence has been a felt power in the educational § 


affairs of the state. By his indefatigable labor 
and great executive ability he has worked for 
the upbuilding of the school with an energy 
worthy of the cause. 

President Seerley has a personality that is 
felt by every one with whom he comes in con 
tact. He has a strong individuality, has always 
been in harmonious relations with the legisla 
tors of the state, with whose co-operations he 
has always been able to secure whatever he 
deemed best for the welfare of the school. 

The twenty-fifth General Assembly granted 
an appropriation of $30,000 for another build 
ing, and the Twenty-Kighth added $100,000 for 
buildings and equipments. In 1902, $350,000 
for buildings alone was appropriated by the 
state. From this sum at least three new build 
ings are to be erected. A gymnasium, a physi- 
eal science building and a library. The two 
former are now in process of erection. Whe 
these are all completed and equipped the Iowa 
State Normal School will be equal if not sv 
perior to any other state normal school in the 
United States. 

That is first, it will be one of the greatest 
in buildings and equipments. 

Second, great in the faculty that the trustees 
have furnished the school. 

Third, great in the spirit of earnest endeavor 
manifested by the students. 

This brief and incomplete account of the 
phenominal development of the Iowa State Nor- 
mal School would fall short of its purpose if 
it did not speak of the moral and religious in- 
fluence that pervades it. The strength and 
earnestness that have marked the growth of the 
Y. W. C. A. and Y. M. C. A. are good indices 
of the spiritual standard of the I. S. N. S. 

With a history of but quarter of a century, 
and standing as it does to-day in the front ranks 
of normal schools in the United States, the 
present State Normal School of Iowa is but the 
beginning of a greater institution yet to be. 

Laid upon liberal foundations, constantly 
adding new departments to meet the educational 
demands of the state, restricted by no narrow 
pedagogical theories, with the good wishes of 4 
great state, a board of noble trustees, and 4 
generous legislature back of it, its future is 
assured. —Harriette Collin Seward Hurd. 
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WASHINGTON’S ARISTOCRATIC PUBLIC 
SCHOOL. 


The Force School is known in Washington 
as the fashionable public school, for its patrons 
are men Whose names are known the world over.

The Kentucky text-book uniformity law is 
creating a great deal of discussion of the school 
people of that state. It provides for a state com- 
mission of seven, comprised of the state officials 
with the governor as chairman and state super- 
intendent as secretary. Every county has a sep- 
arate commission of three, consisting of county 
superintendent of schools, the county judge and 
the county attorney. These three vote on the 
books, and the book having the largest number 
of counties is declared adopted. The state com- 
mission merely opens the sealed votes, counts 
them and declares the result. There is some 
question as to whether the cities of Louisville, 
Lexington, Frankfort, etc., are included within 
the meaning of the law.

LEGAL. 

New York City, N. Y. The Court of Appeals 
has decided that it is beyond the powers of the 
Board of Education to pass a by-law requiring 
the removal of a woman teacher for the offense 
of becoming married. The court found such a 
by-law to be contrary to the city charter, which 
defining on what grounds dismissals from the 
teaching corps can be made, enumerates only 
gross misconduct, neglect of duty, insubordin- 
ation, or general inefficiency.
